November's New Medals! 
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With Halloween now over, the remainder of the year will be dominated by Christmas 
seemingly everywhere you look, though the occasional duel with Thanksgiving will no 
doubt occur here and there over the next few weeks. Rest assured, no Christmas music 
is accompanying this upload. 


Given the quick turnaround from our spooky upload just 12 days ago, this newsletter is a 
bit more brief, so let's dive into some of the highlights. Architectural medals tend to be a 
popular theme here, with those by the brothers Wiener leading the way. There exists 
within the American series of medals, however, a type which is fairly elusive and just as 
three-dimensionally impressive... 


Though this example does exhibit a few scattered scuffs, bumps, and marks, it is still an 
elevated example of a rare and desirable type, with the emission in general seemingly 
faring far worse than its European brethren. For whatever reason, this type was simply 

not preserved in the same manner as contemporary works from the Wieners and Bianchi 
in Italy. Nevertheless, you'll still find yourself lost within the intricate perspective on this 

stunner's reverse. 


Moving to something entirely different, here's a dog medal... 


While medals pertaining to dog shows aren't exactly that new to our offerings, one that is 
affixed to a deeply toned sterling silver chalice that has been engraved to the awardee /s 
new. In fact, you'll be hard-pressed to find another like it. This Swedish award from 1926 
was awarded to a fairly prominent businessman as an honorary award in the breeder's 
class. It even mentions the names of his four pups. 


If superbly toned silver medals are your thing (and if they aren't, why?), there are 
certainly a few in this upload that should entice, such as this gilt silver medal celebrating 
the centennial of the birth of Sir Winston Churchill... 


Attributes associated with him, such the Collar of the Garter, a seal, a quill and book, and 
even paintbrushes (on account of his love of art) are all present upon the reverse. 


Speaking of attractively toned silver medals, here's a stunner from World War | featuring 
the Graf von Zeppelin and his eponymous airship as it was used during bombing 
campaigns... 


Graded PCGS SP-64, this is no doubt one of the finest and most attractive of the type 
that you are likely to encounter. 


For something with much more modern flair, there is this 1923 Swedish bronze medal 
celebrating the tercentenary of the founding of the city of Gdteborg... 


Featuring a somewhat stylized and highly sculpted look, this medal perfectly captures the 
work of Carl Milles, who was also a very accomplished sculptor and creator of large-scale 
fountains. 


Lastly, here is a flashy and extremely lustrous white metal medal from 1842 celebrating 
the 50th anniversary of the Baptist Missionary Society...

The society, founded in part by William Carey, was highly involved in British India, 
spreading the gospel and advocating for the abolition of slavery.
